Monday afternoon student 
union director Don Hinde 


agreed to temporarily accept 
responsibility for the business 
office. A university employee, 
Hinde will perform his AS 
chores gratis until an interim 
manager can be found His 
emergency tour of duty is ex- 
pected to be two to three 
weeks. 

Krier was to start a three 
week vacation Saturday. Ac- 
cording to the committee’ s ac- 
tion, he is alloted his ac- 
cumulated vacation time plus 
a two-month period to find 
other employment so that the 
actual termination date is 
Nov. 11, although Friday was 
his last working day.

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AS Budget Still Unsigned

The Associated Students 
(AS) fiscal 1975 budget is stili 
unsigned by CSUS President 
James Bond and there isno in- 
dication whether he intends to 
sign it. Bond has had the 
budget since June 5. The fiscal 
year started July 1. Last year 
the budget was not signed until 
October. 

However, this year’s AS of- 
ficers won't tolerate an Oc- 
tober signing. They are willing 
to go to court, if necessary, if 
the delay appears unwar- 
ranted, according to AS 
President Terry Frost. 

Under provision of Title V 
of the Education Code, the 
university president is con- 
sidered the ‘caretaker’ and 
must approve the budget 
drawn up from AS fees. 

To date all discussions on 
the budget have been held with 
University Business Manager 
Stan Pretzer and Dean of 
Students Norm Better. Bond 
has been off-campus much of 
the past two months due to 
vacation, meetings in Los 
Angeles and court 
appearances. 

Monday Frost sent Bond a 
letter asking what he plans to 
do with the budget. 

“The law requires the 
budget to be fiscally res- 
ponsible,’’ Frost said in an 
interview, *‘and there is noth- 
ing in the budget not con 
sistent with Title V.” 

If it should be necessary to 
go to court, the purpose would 
be to establish “‘what controls 
Bond has over the budget,’’ he 
said. ‘‘Does he have authority 
to tell what must be funded, or 
if the budget is consistent with 

trustee policy, is the budget 
appropriate?”’ 

In discussions with the ad- 
ministration, two_ sticking 
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points have come up — budget 
guidelines and the funding of 
Instructionaliy Related Ac- 
tivities (IRA). 

A few guidelines appear 
unreasonable or smack of too 
stringent control by the AS, 
Pretzer pointed out. He 
recalled his own experience 
when the state Department of 
Finance maintained an eagie 
eye over the university 
budget. You practically had to 
ask to go to the bathroom, he 
said. 


Pretzer cited several ex- 
amples of his 
concern: cultural programs 
may not expend funds towards 
hospitality for performers or 
guests, cultural programs 
“shall solicit a minimum of 
three prominent nationally 
known speakers per year, to 
be previously approved by the 
student senate,’’ the Hornet 
must provide the AS a free 
quarter page ad ‘‘at least once 
a week for their own pur- 
poses.” 

But the chief sticking point 
is the funding of IRA, or more 
accurately, its nonfunding. 
Among IRA areas 
traditionally supported by the 
AS are men’s and women’s 
athletics, marching band, 
KERS. Hornet, music, theater 
arts, forensics, art galleries, 
business simulation, barrios 
art, chicanito science project, 
women's studies and gay 
studies. 


The AS has taken the stand 
that IRA programs ought tobe 
financed by the university 
since they are part of the 
educational curriculum. Their 
opinion has been backed by 
the legal counsel of the state 
colleges and _ universities. 


University support would be 
more certain and equitable for 
the programs, they argue. 






Consequently the AS 
provided only a 90-day tran 
sitional budget for IRA togive 
the administration time to 
locate alternative sources of 
funding. Naturally the univer- 
sity would prefer time beyond 
the Sept. 30 cutoff date. 

AB 3116, which provides for 
state funding of IRA, has 
passed the assembly and is 
now in senate committee. The 
legislature is in summer 
recess until Aug. 5. Even if 
signed into law, it would be 
several months before it could 
take affect. 

However, Pretzer sees lit- 
tle likelihood of the bill pas 
sing. ‘I have no quarrel that it 
would be better to have state 
funding,”’ he said, but hegives 
AB 3116 only a five percent 
chance of becoming law. 

The practicalities of the 
matter is that IRA isindanger 
of not being funded since there 
are no state funds for it, he 
pointed out. The AS has a 
**moral obligation’ due topast 
funding and an “obligation to 
students’’ who specifically en- 
rolled because cf a IRA 
program, he said.

With the April 25 coup in 
Portugal, the white 
governme: is of South Africa 
and Rhoaesia are running 
scared. Although Portugal is 
thousands of miles from the 
two African nations, the coup 
has ramifications threatening 
their very existence. 

For bordering the countries 
are two Black African colonies 
of Portugal that up to now 
have acted as buffer zones 
from hostile Black African 
governments. Mozambique 
borders both Rhodesia and 
South Africa. Rhodesia is lan- 
diocked and ships its trade 
through Mozambican ports. 
Angola lies north of South Af- 
rican administered South 
West Africa (Namibia). 

Disenchantment with bat- 
tling national liberation wars 
in its colonies for ten years led 
to the coup. With the second 
lowest per capita income in 
Europe ($750), Portugal was 
spending 40 percent of its 
budget on defense. Its nine 
million people were main- 
taining an army of 150,000 in 
Africa. Its youth were leaving 
the country in order to avoid 
military duty. 

But the new leaders had no 
intention of granting the 
colonies independence, what 


they envisioned was a 
federation with Portugal in 
control, 

Genera! Francisco Gomez 
was dispatched to the colonies 
in early May to warn white set- 
tlers against unilateral 
declarations of independence 
and to remind Black guer- 
rillas that Portugal would 
fight until they lay down their 
arms and become open 
political movements. 

Then later in May the Por- 
tuguese minister in charge of 
overseas territories, Antonio 
de Almerda Santos, said he ex- 
pected Mozambique to 
become independent after a 
referendum is held within a 
year. A 13-man cabinet has 
since been named to govern 
the territory until a referen- 
dum is held. There are few 
doubts that independence will 
chosen. 

Talks have also been con- 
ducted with Angola and 
Guinea-Bissau (another Por- 
tuguese African colony) to 
define their new relationship. 

The colonies want 
independence and the cir- 
cumstances favor the guer- 
rilla fighters. They have been 
battling for ten years and have 
no reason to settle for less than 
full independence now. The 
coup and the enthusiam with 
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which it was received by the 
populace demonstrates Por- 
tugal’s desire to rid itself of 
the albatross of its -African 
wars, even at the cost of losing 
its colonies. 

All this bodes ill for South 
Africa and Rhodesia. 

Even with the Portuguese 
army in Mozambique seeking 
to control the guerrillas, 
Rhodesia has_ skirmished 
Black guerrillas in its nor- 
theastern areas bordering 
Mozambique. With the 
liberation of the former 
colonies, national liberation 
guerrilla warfare could shift 
to the two white minority ruled 
nations. 

However, economic 
realities could act to dampen 
the liberation fervor. The 
Mozambican port of Lourenco 
Marques handles the second 
highest tonnage in southern 
Africa, thanks in great part to 
Rhodesian and South African 
trade. 

This trade underpins the 
economy since Portugal 


treated its colonies in the clas- . 


sic sense of the word. It 
trained no natives in skilled 
trades or the bureaucratic in- 
frastructure and held their 
gold reserves back in Por- 
tugal. 

For landlocked Rhodesia, 
the closest ports are in 
Mozambique. Already under 
United Nations trade 
sanctions, Rhodesia would be 
hurt by the closing of Mozam- 
bican ports, but so would 
Mozambique with its weak 
economy. 

South Atnca moves 47 
percent of northern 
Transvaal’s (a South African 
province) trade through 
Lourenco Marques. South Af- 
rica is financing the Cabara 
Bassa Dam on the Zambesi 
River in Mozambique and ex- 
pects to buy electricity 
generated from the dam 
Mozambique is counting on 
the sale of power to bring in 
needed foreign exchange 

Along with guernila war- 
fare, South Africa and 
Rhodesia fear the influence 
and political pressure on their 
Black populations a_ free 
Angola and Mozambique 
would exert 
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In South Africa, 19 million 
non-whites are governed by 
four million whites with only 
whites allowed to vote. 
Rhodesia has a 25-1 Black ma- 
jority among its populace of 
six million, but allots only 16 of 
66 legislative seats to Blacks. 

This fear has been partly 
realized by Rhodesia. Prime 
Minister lan Smith has called 
for new parliamentary elec- 
tions for the end of this month. 
This can be interpreted as a 
seeking of a new mandate 
from the people by Smith, due 
to the external pressure ex- 
erted by the presence of a 
potentially free Mozambique 
and the internal pressure 
generated by the African 
National Council (ANC), 
whose hardliners have been 
encouraged by developments 
in Mozambique. 

Last month the ANC re- 
jected a Smith offer of six 
more seats in Parliament. The 
ANC seeks a fair represen- 
tation in government for the 
Black majority. An 
agreement between the two 
could form the basis of a 
Rhodesian reconciliation with 
Britain, which in turn could 
lead to the lifting of United 
Nations sanctions and 
condemnation. 

South Africa has been ac- 
tively exploring contingency 
options. Within three days of 
the coup it recognized the new 
Portuguese government to en- 
sure good relations. It has 
been arming farmers in its 
Transvail province bordering 
Mozambique. 

US intentions have been 
probed. South Africa ques- 
tioned if the United States 
would intervene in Angola and 
Mozambique and what would 
the US do if South Africa and 
Rhodesia intervened in the 
colonies”? 

The State Department 
answered it would not 
intervene, but neither would 
the US act if South Africa or 
Rhodesia intervened. Nor 
would the 10 year ban on arms 
sales to South Africa be lifted. 

In another attempt to solicit 
US aid, a South African ad- 
miral visited Washington to 
point out that nation’s 
strategic location at the tip of 
Alina. 

Three hundred American 
companies have capital 
investments of $1 billion in 
South Africa, providing a pos- 
sible excuse for US interven- 
tion. 
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Portugese Coup--Repercussions In Africa 


South Africa and Rhodesia 
would like to see white settlers 
in the two colonies follow the 
Rhodesian example and 
unilaterally declare 
independence from Portugal. 

However, that is not likely. 
In Mozambique whites are 
numerically weak with only 
250,000 out of a population of 
6.5 million. Further, there is a 
lack of local white ad- 
ministrators and the army is 
50 percent Black. Plus a 
strong guerrilla movement 
exists. 

The situation is slightly 
better for whites in Angola 
who claim a cohesively 
grouped 500,000 of a 5 million 
population. But a unilateral 
declaration of independence is 
not likely there either, even 
though the guerrillas are 
fragmented into three fac- 
tions. 

With Black rule in Angola 
and Mozambique inevitable, 
internal cries for change can 


be heard. The Star of 
Johannesburg: 

“The real lesson is that true 
security begins at home. 
Borders are vulnerable, 
neighboring regimes 
change... 


‘Make reform meaningful 
enough to your own populace, 
give them a real stake in the 
future, and there is no need to 
fear insurgency.” 

But white reform will not 
satisfy Black expectations. 


On the day before the coup, 
South Africa's white election 
gave the apartheid Nationalist 
Party 123 of the 171 seats in 
Parliament. Rhodesian 
Blacks do not trust the white 
administration as witnessed 
by the latest ANC rejection of 
a compromise proposal 


With the favor current 
leaders obviously enjoy 
among their white 


constituents, it is impossible 
for them to conceive, much 
less carry out a program of 
political, social and economic 
redistribution 


Any reform offered will be 
but crumbs of appeasement. 

It won't be enough. Withthe 
example and aid of nearby 
Angola and Mozambique, 
Black life in Rhodesia and 
South Africa will never be the 
same. Although it may take 
years yet, the day of the Por- 
tuguese coup marks the begin- 
ning of the end for white 
domination

In hall student government 
students tned to enforce what

I will be the first to admut 
that the change of name for 
the director s office us new and 
a good one, but that ts about al! 
of the stated achevements 
that I will accept as onginal 
with the Director 


We are constantly im 
volved in the progress of 
change generally an 
acceptable statement but 
change is not necessarily 
progress. It depends on the 


change and the efforts of the 
director and his staff and 
students to make it prog: ess 

Finally. I do feel that it is 
very important for the Direx 
tor to report to the Dean of 
Students only. The Associate 
Dean is just one more step and 
one more person to cope with 
This should not be necessary 
for a knowledgeable director 
who should be able to rely 
pretty much on his own 
resources.

Open letter to President Bond 


si 


The Executive Committee 
asked me to write this open 
letter to protest the lack of 
consultation in the ap 
pontmem of the Acting 
Academic Vice President. We 
were informed by Dr Inabnit 
at the June 6 meeting of the 
Executive Committee of Dr 
Wasser s resignation and the 
subsequent appointment of 
Dr Stegenga as Acting Vice 
President. There had been no 
pnor communication of any 
kind that these events were 
impending, and the ap 
porntment was presented asa 
fait accompli We were told 
that you had reviewed the con 
sultative procedures for a« 
ting positions (Faculty 
Manual. Sect. 3057) but felt 
that such appointments were 
your prerogative. Thus you 
have deliberately abrogated a 
University policy and once 
more raised the issue of con 
sultation to be a pmmary 
faculty concern 

I realize that there was an 
emergency Dr Wasser's 
resignation came as a sudden 
shock to all of us, and you were 
anxious to get away on your 
vacation. But the procedures 
are not so inflexible that these 
facts could not be taken into 
consideration. The Executive 
Committee could have acted 
quickly completely within ex- 
isting policy 

The real concern of all of us 
is the principle of consultation 









money: capital, stock, and 
the plant replacement fund 
The extra money (profit) left 
over from the fingers of the 
Hornet Foundation gets to go 
to the studemt body. Now. is 
the Hornet F oundation here on

While the attention of the 
nation rests on the Supreme 
Court and people enjoy 
themselves pronouncing 
heavy black-robed words 
about consttutional cnses, we 


might reflect on these 
numbers 
“The 21 laborers 


maintenance and heavy clean 
ing men — at the court are all 
black The 19 skilled 
craitsmen — including 
carpenters, painters, elec- 
tricians plumbers 
stonemasons and the hke 
are all white. The 22 
charwomen are all black Of 
the 21 secretaries to the jus 
tices, 20 are white. All the jus 
tices’ messengers are black 
“The next term will see the 
second black law clerk in the 
court's history. (You have to 
go all the way back to the ime 
of Felix Frankfurter to find 
the first one.) The secretarial 
pool is white. The telephone 
operators are all white. The 
full ume librarians are all 
white except for two black 
messengers. The three 
printers are white. The three 
elev ator operators are black.” 
And on and on ro!! the 
depressing statistics that Nin 
Totenberg has compiled in her 
article ‘The Supreme 
Court: The Last Plantation’ 
(New Times Magazine, July 
2. issue). Nor is the plantation 
Totenberg describes a 


benevolent one on which 
happy darkies romp and 
praise their nine biack- 


sheeted masters. When you 
work at the court you don t get 
to take the leftover food home 
Sometimes you don t even get 
to go home 


Cyril Mitchell, Totenberg 
reports, worked for Mr 
Great Liberal Justice 


William Douglas for 18 years 

usually 60 or 70 hours a week 
He was fired shortly after he 
refused to serve at a private 
party in Justice Douglas’ 
home 


On another occasion, the 
jurist, who has a reput ation in 
Washington for having the dis 
position of a bear with a sore 
nose, “demanded the per 
sonnel file of a new elevator 
operator and almost had the 
operator fired for not taking 
Douglas directly to the par 
king garage — the operator 
had stopped at another floor 
first 

Totenberg also learned 
about the case of the black 

laborer who was fired andes 
corted off the premises by the 
special Supreme Court police 
alter being warned to stop 
keeping company with oreven 
saying hello to a white female 
law clerk of Douglas." 

This goes on with the ap 
parent passive acquiescence 
of a black justice, Thurgood 
Marshall, who made his name 
in law as the NAACP ’s ablest 
and boldest attorney. Maybe 
with the passing of years on 
the court, he's lost his touch 

The injustices, as Nina 
Totenberg's excellent repor- 
tage makes clear. extend well 
beyond the harsh eccen 
tricities of the ursine Mr 
Douglas. Low pay and dis 
criminatory non-merit hinng 
firing and promoting seem to 
be the rule in the institution 
that knows such fine words of 
indignation for the rest of us 
when we do wrong. But how 
many of the most racist em- 
ployers chastised by the court 
would fire a black policeman 
whose doctor told him his 
blood clots would prevent him 
from working outside for 
awhile” 


Strange that we should 
learn these things on the 2h 
anniversary of the school 
segregation decision and shor 
tly after the death of Eari 
Warren. Was the liberal part 
of the press so busy defending 
a liberal court al) these yezrs 
that it failed to look at what it 
was defending’? Then why

cooperation on this story.” 
She had to submit written 
questions to the court ad 
ministrator, many of which 
she says were not answered 
Nevertheless, she got the 
Story. which suggests that 
many of the journalists who 
cover the court regularly may 
have gotten into bed with the 
‘Nine Injustices.” 

It will be so helpful to the 
national morale to learn that 
the court feels no obligation to 
obey the law it lays down, just 
now when it has been asked to 
decide if the President must 
Maybe James St. Clair should 
call up “Chief Injustice’ 
Warren Burger and say, 
“Listen, pal, my client’ll obey 
the 'aw when you guys do.” 

The law aside, our highest 
magistrates have a duty to 
instruct us by their example 
The example set here is the 
abuse of the weaker by the 
stronger. The Supreme 
Court's employees are reac- 
ting by trying to form a union 


There shouldn't be a 
Supreme Court union, there 
shouldn't be a Baltimore 
police union or a San Fran 
cisco nurses’ stnke, or an Ohio 
prison guard union. but by the 
same token, there shouldn't be 
any need for one. When the 
Amencan upper classes com- 
plain about rudeness. slop 
piness and irresponsibility to 
duty they should ask 
themselves who taught many 
working people to be that 
way’

The book is Code Number 
72: Ben Franklin — Patriot or 
Spy? by Cecil B. Currey. This 
book is for those who disliked 
the shifty opportunism of the 
much revered Benjamin 
Franklin — in contrast to the 
sturdy libertarian radicalism 
of his enemy and feilow 
diplomat Arthur Lee 
Interested? Well, now there is 
a delightful work which 
provides strong evidence that 
Franklin, while a diplomat in 
France, served as a British 
Agent, ‘Number 72”’ in British 
intelligence archives. 


Coming out this September 
is the unusual book The Horos- 
cope: The Road and Its 
Travelers by Alan Oken. 
Second in a trilogy aimed at 
consciousness expansion 
through astrology. This 
features the complete charts 
of eight famous people, in- 
cluding Carl Jung, Isadora 
Duncan, John Lennon, Joseph 
Stalin and Angela Davis. This 
subject of astrology is 
presented as both a spiritual 
path towards greater 
understanding of universal 
law and a practical tool for 
knowledge of self and others. 
Author Alan Oken is a profes- 
sional astreloger and teacher 
who lectures First 


Wiuciy. 
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volume is entitled As Above, 
So Below 


Upstairs, Downstairs, the 
Emmy Award winner for best 
dramatic series of the year, 
looks like it may goon forever 
The third collection of 
episodes is airing on Public 
Television now and the 
novelized version will be 
published as a Dell Book 
original this fall under the title 


The Years of 
Change: Upstairs, 
Downstairs III, by Molly 


Hardwick. We hear that a 
fourth series of episodes is 
now filming in England and 
will be airing here this spring. 

Stevie Wonder, the young 
black genius who picked up 
three Grammies this year for 
his various contributions to 
popular music, is at work on 
the background score for The 
Klansman. The film, starring 
Richard Burton, Lee Marvin 
and O.J. Simpson, is promis- 
ing to be one of the big movies 
of the year. Wonder will also 
compose and sing the theme 
song for this drama of the New 
South. Paramount has 
scheduled The Klansman for 
release late this year and Dell 
Books will of course release a 
movie tie-in edition of William 
Bradford Hale's The 
Klansman ($1.50) on which it 
is based. 

With the issuing of the three 
volumes of the Watergate 
Senate Committee results, 
look forward to a paperback 
published by Bantam.

Leadfree gasoline will be 
needed for catalyst-equipped 
1975 automobiles soon to reach 
the market. These latest 
pollution control devices are 
supposed to permit an 
average 10 percent better fuel 
economy than 1974 cars. Also, 
the Environmental Protection 
Agency estimates that such 
leadfree fuel will save 
motorists $45 per year in 
maintenance costs 

All these relative savings 


sound promising until one 
looks at what the Federal 
Energy Administration 
(FEA) may try to pull off in 


deciding at what price lead- 
free gas will be sold at the 
pump 

Until early this month. 
leadfree gas was selling at an 
average of 4 cents per gallon 
over regular, cempliments of 
the industry-indentured FEA 
There was no opportunity for 
public comment. But with a 
major leadfree gas market of 
1975 cars on the horizon, the 
FEA cranked up its decision- 
making process. It gave the 
public just ten days in June to 
comment on a permanent 
premium pricing policy for 
leadfree gasoline beginning 
July 1, 1974. The stakes for 
1975 car buyers are several 
hundred millions of dollars. 

Our Public Interest 
Research Group and Con- 
sumers Union submitted the 
consumer's case in a June 10, 
1974 letter to FEA chief, John 
Sawhill. Three studies were 
cited to show that there was no 
justification for allowing lead- 
free gas to be priced above 
regular gas. One of these 
studies, an Arthur D. Little, 
Inc. analysis for the En 
vironmental Protection Agen- 
cy, concluded that “through 
1976 there is no net economic 
penalty (cents per gallon).” 
To translate, that means the 
oil industry can produce lead- 
free gas for the same price as 
leaded gas at equal octane. 

In recent years, motorists 
have complained to us about 
the price differences between 
the two types of gasoline. 
When leaded gas came along 
many years ago, the price 
went up. Now, the oil com- 
panies want to charge the

same price as for premium for 
taking the lead out of gasoline. 
Consumers can appreciate 
why the multibillion dollar 
corporations are fighting to 
keep the Senate from ap 
proving an effective consumer 
protection bill this month after 
taking note of the following 
passage from the aforemen- 
tioned letter to Mr. Sawhiil 
The Federal Energy Office 
has not cited a single report or 
presented a single fact in sup 
port of its proposed premium 
pricing policy for 91 RON lead 


free gasoline 

Who fights for the con 
sumer in Washington? Cer 
tainly, not the FEA, and it 


wont be the proposed con- 
sumer protection agency if the 
radical reactionaries such as 
Senators James Allen, Sam 
Nunnand William Brock could 
have their way 

Fortunately, on the lead- 
free gasoline matter, FEA 
backed down from its policy of 
allowing leadfree fuel to be 
priced at the same level as 
premium. For the month of 
July, it announced that lead- 
free gas could only be sold for 
an extra one cent over 
regular. There was no ques- 
tion but that the June 10th 
letter, with its cited studies, 
was a decisive factor in tur- 


ning FEA partially around. If! 
FEA holds to its decision for} 
the coming year, motorists in| 
1975 cars will save $300 million 


(the difference between a four 
cent and a one cent increase). 

But the FEA is merely ina 
tactical retreat to give the oil 
industry an opportunity to 
regroup for asecond try. FEA 
has declared that its one cent 
pricing decision was good only 
temporarily. It has issued an 
invitation for further industry 
and public comment for 
another post-July ruling on the 
permitted price of leadfree 
gasoline. Oil industry data 
submitted to the FEA for 
higher prices can be allowed 
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Ralph Nader 


to stay secret. This means that 
consumer groups will not be 
able to analyze and question 
this self-serving material. 
And it is not likely that the 
FEA, its staff swollen with 
former oil industry officials 
and like-minded former big 
business personnel, is going to 
fight against further inflation 
and further consumer 
gouging 

In all this struggle over 
FEA’s pricing policy. the 
public health reasons behind 
leadfree gas should not be 
forgotten. Lead in gasoline ac 
counts for 90 percent of all air- 
borne lead or about 200 000 
tons per year. Extensive 
surveys of urban children. ex- 
posed to auto lead emission, 
reveal that about 25 percent of 
them have blood lead levels at 
or above the level considered 
unsafe by the Environmental 
Protection Agency

Janis Joplin was a 
phenomenon of sorts. Unlike 
Hendrix, her studio works 
haven't been super-exploited 
It seems common to find 
people who didn't dig her then, 
but then who went to her 
concerts? Speculation would 
indicate that Janis is-a stb 
culture goddess with lesbians. 
Anyway, Janis migrated from 
blues-infected Texas and did 
some San Francisco folk tours 
with Lynn Hughes, before clic- 
king with Peter Albin andJim 
Gurley and Sam Houston An- 
drew III and Big Brother and 
the Holding Company took 
charge. 

Together they rose to 
national fame with a part- 
Fillmore/part-studio Cheap 
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Rock Chronicles 


Thrills. Critics, a never 
pleased lot, said that 
afterwards Big B was rut and 
Janis sort of floated around. 
She did one Kozmic Blues Ip 
and critics thrashed this Ip, 
except for the title tune. 
Ironic, but her last effort, 
Pearl, featuring the Full Tiit 
Boogie was the critic pleaser. 
Her last song, Get It While You 
Can, seemed to be her epitaph. 

Oh yes, San Fran had its 
own rock scene. Grateful 
Dead and. Jefferson Airplane 
evolved from acid tests and 
into America’s mainstream. 
To showcase these new tunes, 
a ‘‘displaced European’ 
named Bill Graham opened a 
sound shop at Fillmore and 
Geary called Fillmore. Air- 
plane and Dead helped with 
the origins, and over the years 
showed kids what a rock and 
roll show should be. There was 
a mystic feeling of oneness in 
the air with the audience and 
performers. For three dollars 
you could, on June 21-25, 1967 
see unknowns Jefferson Air- 
plane, Gabor Szabo, and Jimi 
Hendrix. Quite a show aftera 
full day of war protesting. 

But good things arecreated 
to end. The dream was 
shattered with the 1968 elec- 
tions and the love crowd 
became capitalistic inorder to 
survive. The performers 
likewise went through 
changes. Rock and roll was 
commercial! On July 4, 1971 
the original hoot and hollar 
theater closed to Santana and 
various San Fran musicians. 
Although Fillmore West was 
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AMERICAN RIVER

Just another band added glam- 
theatrics and Alice Cooper 
emerged. Hard rocker T Rex 
and Marc Bolan found the for- 
mula of mixing cuteness and 
Say actions and coming out 
rich. Oldie Bobbie Vee kept 
the short hair, stuck a balloon 
in his crotch, and now he’s 
Alvin Stardust, hero of Great 
Britain. Then there’s Slade, 
200 decibles of garbage and 
Space suits whose supposed to 
be ‘‘the Rolling Stomes of the 
70's... Holy shit if someone 
isn't in trouble

Escapist Fare

Charles Bronson is an 
amazingly popular _inter- 
national star. With films like 
the Mechanic and The Valachi 
Papers, it is hard to see why. I 
forced myself to sit through 
both of these, and some others 
that I have mercifully 
forgotten. Now, he has a new 
film and the ads tout it as a 
successor to Billy Jack and 
Walking Tall. 


Actually that’s not saying 
much. Billy Jack was barely 
palatable when it was first 
released. Now, it looks just 
plain bad. Tom Laughlin is a 
fine charismatic central 
figure, but the kid scenes are 
unbearably cute. Walking Tall 
fared a bit better with Joe Don 
Baker convincing as Buford 
Pusser, but it was no classic. 
The only similarities the two 
films have are their tiny 
budget, Ken Tobey as the 
main villan and the surprising 
success they have achieved at 
the box office. 


The producers of Mr. Ma- 
jestyk hope that it was 
violence and promotion that 
made them successful and 
maybe it was. However, ail of 
Bronson’ s films have had tons 
of killings, rapes, car chases 
and gun battles. I wonder if 
their campaign has had very 
much effect in increasing the 
response and attendance. 


Astonishingly, Mr. Ma 
jestyk is better than Billy Jack 
and Walking Tall put together. 
As the star, Charles Bronson 
has made only three notewor- 
thy films: Sergio Leone's 
Once Upon A Time In the West 
with Henry Fonda stealing the 
entire picture from 
everybody, the Dirty Harry 
take-off Stone Killers, and the 
uneven East meets West 
samuri versus gunslinger Red 
Sun with Toshiro Mifune. His 
latest is better than alli of 
them 


As the story of a melon 
farmer who finds himself 
fighting the law, the 
syndicate’s best hit man and 
time so that he can get his crop 
in, this is pure hokum with a 
few hundred gallons of macho. 
One thing I must admit, it is 
certainly different and en- 
joyable escapist fare. 


Perhaps the greatest 
obstacle in a Bronson film is 
finding a believably meanac- 
ing adversary for his usual 
brute-with-a-heart character. 
Al Lettieri, who mauled Sally 
Struthers and Steve McQueen 
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in The Getaway, shot Marion 
Brando in The Godfather, and 
pushed around Duke Wayne in 
McQ, is one of the few actors 
that could possibly fill the bill. 
Even he must demure to the 
cool and persistance of Bron- 
son. 


The plot is a device to allow 
Chuck to go through his usual, 
but only Stone Killers can 
equal the excitement and the 
appropriateness of setting and 
buildup in Mr. Majestyk . 
Bronson has his formula and 
when it works, it can be 
marvelously entertaining.

Kid Biue is an exceptional 
motion picture on many 
levels. It is a tour-de-force for 
it's impressive cast of 
character actors, even in the 
minor roles. A western with 
something new, and I wascon- 
vinced that all the avenues for 
oaters had been explored. At 
the same time it isa warm and 
human film, a satire biting 
with allegory and an exciting 
adventure film. O>. and it’s 
playing on the bottum half of 
the bill at two local theatres 
(Sunrise 4 and Southgate 
Drive-In) with George Roy 
Hill's excellent 
comedy/western Butch Cas- 
sidy & The Sundance Kid with 
Paul Newman and Robert 
Redford. 

Kid Blue, which stars Den- 
nis Hopper, Ben Johnson, 
Warren Oates, Peter Boyle, 
Lee Purcell and Janice Rule, 
never had the benefit of a big 
publicity push. It was released 
once and withdrawn. Someone 
had the inspiration to show it 
at the New York Film Festival 
and the critics loved it! So they 
re-released, still with no 
publicity, and it died in the 
major cities. At last, and I 
have been waiting im- 
patiently, it has come to Sac- 
ramento. 

Director James Frawley 
allows all of the principals to 
dominate, each in turn. Den 
nis Hopper as Kid Blue is 
splendid. He has just the nght 
amount of awkwardness mix- 
ed with raw aggression. You 
like him instantly, even 
though you know he was an 
outlaw, albeit an inept one 
We first see him as his gang 
bungles a train robbery and 
listen as he announces his 
plans to go straight 

He rides on his mule to the 
town of Dimebox, where he 
meets Sheriff Mean John 
Simpson (Ben Johnson) 
Mean John, as he is known to 
his friends, warns Blue that he 
knows his kind. In the 
background a drunk ac- 
cidently falls into a passerby, 
Simpson grabs him and hits 
him in the head with his gun 
while saying “I'm getting 
tired of you getting drunk and 
falling over our citizens.” 

The Kid meets man & wife. 
Warren Oates and Lee 
Purcell. She tries to seduce 
him and Oates underplays the 
role of the gay husband. Most 
films have dealt so tastelessly 
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Ben Johnson appears in Kid Blue 


with homosexuality, but 
Oates’ portrayal is in the 
context of the era He tells 
Hopper about the ancient 
Greeks and gets him to take a 
bath with him, but still it is in 
nocent and poignant 

There's also Preacher Bob 
(Peter Boyle) who is building 
a flying machine in the hills. 
When Kid Blue, through no 
fault of his own, reverts to 
robbery, Boyle, observing a 
gun battle between the Kid 
and the entire town extolls, 
‘Lord, thank you for these bad 
shots.'"' 

Scriptwriter Edwin Shrake 
had created a fun picture with 
meaning. The morality is

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Marx Brothers Age With Grace

Twenty-five years have 
passed since the Marx 
Brothers made their last film 
together called Leve Happy 
(1949). Unlike comedians of 
today who poke fun at certain 
sacred cows, only the Marx 
Brothers made fun of 
everything 

The thrill must have been 
over-powering to have 
witnessed Harpo chasing 
blondes Chico conning 
everyone in sight. including 
Groucho, and Groucho im 
sulting anyone for anything. 

Perhaps the popu'anty of 
the Marx Brothers stems from 
their ability to make us teel as 
though we were with them 
getting away with all the 
things we d love to do 

Starting their performing 


lives on Broadway around 
1908 their first picture 
together was filmed by 


Paramount Pictures in 1929 
called Ceconuts 

if you happen to have a 
good memory, the last scene 
shows the brothers waving 
crazily at the camera as the 
two young lovers get the final 
close-up shot. Why weren tthe 
brothers allowed to throw 
coconuts, or for that matter 
anything at Bob and Polly’ 

Unfortunately both 
Paramount and MGM never 
quite understood the Marx 
Brothers. By conforming to a 
silly love plot, they negated 
the whole concept that nothing 
is sacred, certainly not a love 
story' 

By 1930 the Marx Brothers 
had transferred another 
broadway play to film called 
Animal Crackers. This is con 
sidered one of the teams best 
efforts, due to its first rate 
dialogue 

For example, one of the 
best scenes has Chico playing 
the piano. ‘Say, if youget near 
a song, play it,"’ says Groucho 
Chico responds, “I can’t think 
of a finish.’ “Funny, I can't 
think of anything but,”’ states 
Groucho 

Leaving Broadway for 
Hollywood the brothers 
appeared in their first film 
written especially for them, 
called Monkey Business. The 
less said about this film the 
better 

Horsefeathers hit the 
screen in 1932, with 
imaginative dialogue and im- 
pressive gags. One such ex- 
ample is when Harpo and 
Chico venture into a biology 
lab when Groucho is lecturing 
on the human body 

Now Harpo’s one main 
interest is the female body, 
noticing this Groucho says, 
‘*My boy, as you grow older, 
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Marx Brothers in Night at the Opera. 


you'll find you can't burn the 
candle at both ends’ Of 
course Harpo reaches into his 
pocket and produces a candle 
which is burning at both ends 
Groucho concludes, “Well, I 
knew there was something you 
couldn't burn at both ends!’ 


In terms of construction 
and continuity Duck Soup 
(1933) is a comedy classic 
Groucho stars as Rufus T 
Firefly, who becomes 
president of Freedonia. The 
film was considered a political 
satire, and was not understood 
by the audience and least of 
all, the critics. 

Due to the mood of the coun- 
try. Duck Soup was not a 
financial success. This caused 
friction between the Marx 
Brothers and Paramount and 
ended in the brothers leaving 

Appearing in A Night At 
The Opera (1935) after being 
picked up by MGM, the Marx 
Brothers went on to appear in 
their biggest success. 

Reminiscent of this classic 
is the stateroom scene, in 


which two maids, two 
repairmen, a girl, a 
manicurist, a washwoman 


and f<-"r waiters all crowd into 
a small rcom. Where upon 
Margaret Dumont arrives, 
opens the door, and everyone 
flies out. 

The Marx Brothers later 






Races (1937), Room Service 
(1938). At the Circus (1939), 
Go West (1940), and The Big 
Store (1941) 

At the conclusion of this pic- 
ture the Marx Brothers would 
end their movie career for five 
years. After Worid War II they 
gave movies another try, with 
A Night In Casablanca (1946) 

One memorable scene has 
Harpo leaning against the side 
of a building. A cop asks sar- 
castically if he thinks he's 
holding up the building? 
Harpe nods, the cop angrily 
pulls him away from the build 
ing and it falls 

Most of the critics were not 


impressed, and the film 
showed very little profit 
Although still funny, many 


people felt Groucho had lost 
most of his bite 

Three years later (1949) 
they appeared in Love Happy 
Far from their best. it 
provided few laughs. The act 
then broke up, and Groucho 
started his highly successful 
radio show 

It never ceases to amaze 
me that society never seems to 
sense something unique until 
long after itsgone. Perhaps its 
the old adage of not being able 
to see the forest for the trees 
At any rote the Marx Brothers 
will continue to make fools out 
of every one as long as people 
continue to laugh. 

Viewing them from the 
stand point of today, they 
couldn't look better. And 
though Harpo and Chico are 
dead, Groucho is still alive at 
the age of 83. The Marx 
Brothers are comedy, comedy 
is the Marx Brothers 
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English subtitles.
